A REASONABLE inference which might be drawn from 
the event at Castor at the beginning ef the week, when citizens of that 
town discovered the swastika flying from the flag-pole of their town 
hall, is that certain elements of, Canada’s population for some reason 
prefer that emblem to the combination of the crosses of St. George, 
St. Andrew and St. Patrick, that is the Union Jack. 

Incidents sometimes illuminate things, and this one throws 
a rather nice spotlight on the laxity of past Dominion Governments to 
adequately supervise. immigration and the character and national 
origin of the immigrants not to mention the laxity of our Educational 
authorities to impress upon foreign elements arriving in Canada with 
a due regard and respect for Canadian institutions and our way of life. 

One need not go far in finding ample evidence that many 
of our people of both the native British and French stocks, not to 
mention the foreign element have regarded our country more as a 
land to be shot-gunned rather than farmed. The time has long 
since come when this attitude,must be changed. Canada is our 
property and as such deserves and has deserved our deep consideration. 
If it must be tenanted let it be tenanted by those whom we can trust 
and not too much like our American cousins and concern ourselves 
only with the rental. The end of the war will doubtless see another 
influx, 


DRIVERS’ LICENSES 
WHEN AN interprovincial conference called under the 
auspices of the Canadion Good Roads Association was held recently 
in Toronto, one of the subjects discussed was the advisability of issu- 
ing drivers’ licenses for a period of two or three years, instead of 
annually, 

In Alberta, where the annual drivers’ license fee is $1.00, 
the license is renewable on April 1 of each year. In the past year 
Alberta issued 135,000 drivers’ licenses, which yielded $135,000 in re- 
venue to the provincial treasury. 

The revenue side should not be the oveniiie factor in 
issuing of these licenses. 

What is much more important is that the person seeking 
a drivers’ license is fully responsible, trained and competent to handle 
@ car, 

Much more work along this line could ge done in Alberta 
and those interested in such work should be given the full co-opera- 
tion of all public bodies. This training of young drivers is funda- 
mental in any campaign to make the highways and streets of this 
proivnce safe for motoring. 

- With highways being relocated and straightended and the 
bituminous surfacing of main highways being extended, there is 
bound to be a tendency to drive cars at greater speeds. Unless 
prompt action is taken by the police to curb reckless and dangerous 
driving on Alberta highways this year, the traffic toll may reach an 
alarming figure. Officials should step in early and make it known 
that the traffic laws of this province must be observed,
